TARAX, A NEW PRODUCT 



CROP ESTIMATES LARGE 
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Tho Wheat Producing; States of tho West 
will Double Yield; 

National prosperity far In advance of the 
highest known records' Is emphatically in- 
dicated in the crop estimate of U.V. Jones 
crop estimator, who gave out bis; annual 
bulletin one day last week. Tho winter 
wheat production of tho United States be 
gives as 420,000,000 bushels, 00,000,000 
bislieii over last year,. and the record crop 
of winter wheat ever produced. Cotton 
andcorn are in exceedingly good condi- 
tion, nnd with a hot July and August may 
also break the Word,' but nothing but a 
wet harvest can lower the wheat crop, says 
the Jones estimate. ■ v 

lo Company with John Innlis, Mr. .Jones 
has Just completed a ^teur of the winter 
wheat producing regions of the country. 
Grain merchants and railroads through- 
out ttw country awaited the publication of 
his report with great Interest, Wall street 
and the southwestern markots cheering 
when it was bulletined. Summaries of the 
report were'sont to'biverpool rind' England, 
where it was. received with wonder. 

Tho crop of Illinois U estimated at 28, : . 
000,000 bushels, of Indiana 33,000,000,' 
3 budicli and Ohio 32,000,000, all much, in 
exccBa of last year. Michigan is slightly 
behind. The West and Southwest'' double 
' their production. Upon the crop produc- 
tion the wbolo material prosperity of the 
country for the year depends, tha. report 
proceeds, and especially tho wellfare of tho 
railroad*, which are peculiarly 'dependant 
on tho crops. Wide extension throughout 
the Northwest and tho Southwest U In- 
dicated, nnd general expansion. 

The report gives Tciub this yeorl4,000 ; 
000 bushels, or twico tho yield of last year. 
Oklahoma, 28,000,000, or more than dou- 
ble, the yield last year, and a record ; crop 
for ths new state, Indian Territory, 4,000, 
000 bushola, Kansas, 72,000,000 Imihali, 
about tha same as last year, Nebraska, 
$> 000,000, bushels about the eatuo as last 
vear .Missouri, 30,000,000, same aa.laifc 
year. California is given 20,000,000 bush- 
els, or twice last years crop. On this ImbIb 
the southwest raises about 25,000,000 bush- 
els men than last year. The Southern 
flnll Eastern Btalea nnd Oregon inako. up 
the glance, all the slates having a good 
average yield except Michigan, which- ia 
probably the ligh test in averag e yield.

Tarax is stated to bo a sort' of aiilpbnte 
that is a Bort of a byproduct of- the cIumh- 
icnl trentment of scrap at the plant nnd is 
turned out only by tlio Wnukognn miil-t. 
H come* from tho copperas department 
with tho red paint, the nulplinto of copper 
nnd other hy-produclu and Is with (hem 
one of .tho aido.linei that tho oftleiala of 
the company nro booming. 

Tnrax is a chemical that is boin£ uned 
to kill off the mustard . that infests the 
westorn wheal fields and is said to kill 
tlie'muBtard only when applied to the 
growing crops, not harming, them in the 
leo«t. 

.:,; There are three crews out on (herond 
in Minnesota and the -Bakotas in charge 
of Dr. Hornco E. Horton. ' EacbcreW.hai 
fivo,men nnd these .travel from .farm .to 
farm, 

At tho most important farm in-the com* 
munity they stop nnd ask perm! nion 
to apply the tarax, telling what it ia for,' 
They, are generally received with distrust 
but In most crises gain consent and then 
invito in tho neighboring farmers to. wit- 
ness the killing. 

■ ' Tho crowd always gathera with thp' 
avowed Intention of killing 'off the' opera- 
tor* if tha crops are killed in the fields, but 
they never, do as the tarax ia aatd to do the 
work perfectly.

An Iron screwj or foot sg.uec'zer, was 
bought for £1, and tho same figure 
was paid for- a set of double stocks, 
and alBo for what la termed a "drunk- 
ard's clonk/* % ' 

The last' named. is one of those In- 
struments of old which was Intended 
to! put the delinquent to shame. It la 
shaped, like a huge pall and the drunk- 
ard who was to bo disgraced was fas- 
tened 'Into It with only his .head vis- 
ible through a narrow .aperture -at tho 
top. -The cloak gave the wearer the 
minimum of* room, tho hands being' 
prae'ttcally pinned to the side's) and 
walking was only possfblo in a kind of , 
shuffling movement, 
. .Other articles -sold were, an- ancient 
whipping peat with shackles from Ox- 
ford, two,' sets, of .shackles which were 
used- tn old Newgate 'prison,^ ancient 
branding Irons and an Iron /'boot," 
into which, the' victim's snaked . foot 
was placed and boiling oil poured in, 
all of which' sold at 12 shillings each.

Tbp late hour of the New York's nmral 
ntTlfnioutb anved many lives. It carried 
more thnn alxty posaengers for. London, 
hut many ol them elected to tmrel on com- 
fortably to Southampton in preference to 
tho I ale landing nt Plymouth and Urn long 
night ride ucroas tbo country. If the New 
York had made a faster passnge tho Bomber 
rorter of the dead and injured would have 
been much longer, . The big American. line 
steamer reached Plymouth at 9;35 o'clock 
Saturday night, and half an hour later 
there wub n tender nlongBido to/receive 
passengers for England. Several who had 
planned to debark and packed their bag- 
gage decided at tlie last moment to remain 
aboard. It was n fateful decision, though' 
not dictated by any fear. 

The run across the Atlantic had been 
pleasant. There were cherry partings 
when the passengers'for London transfer- 
red to the waiting tender,'- which ateamed . 
for the I >t.> von port landing, where the ex- 
press was lying 1 made up, The train con- 
'sialed of a powerful expreas engine, three 
first-class corridor carriages and one com- 
bination guard's van and buffet. . The 
paasengcrB were Boon entrained and at 
11:80 the express pulled out. It was given 
a clear track on the run of 230milea to 
•London, on which tho express generally 
maintniiis an average speed of a mile a 
minute.

record-breaker. Four great laws stand 
out as the most Important In the recent 
1 1 "story of the country. The railroad rate 
Itili, the pure food bill, the meat Inspec- 
tion bill and the Isthmian canal hill — each 
In Itself Is a conspicuous piece qf con- 
structive legislation, but above them all 
the rate hill towers as the' memorable 
achievement of the cutlre seven months' 
work, 

llnUtrwr It«t-» llrKiilntltin, 

The bill for the regulation of railway 
, rates requires alt Interstate carriers to make 
through routes am) reasonable Joint charge*. 
It sweep*, (nt* the category of common car- 
rier! all oil. pipe lines, exprswi companion, 
.steeping- car companies and private car lines. 
"iUllways art- prohibited from'cnijaglng In 
production or nnj other business thin trans- 
porta tlon, such an coal nil nine, hut pipe 
line* are excluded from this provision. 

It provides that all. rates ■t-n.ll lie Just 
and reasonable, and It gives |be Interstate 
commerce conitnbuloo full power, upun com- 
Plaint and after a full hearing, to fix a 
reasonable and Just maximum rate, which 
shall take effect within thirty days and 
shall remain In force fur two years unless 
changed -hj the commission or set aside by 
the courts. It Increases the number of 
commissioners from four to seven, makes 
their terms seven years sod ralies their 
salaries to SIO.OUO. 

Violations of the orders of the commis- 
sion, If knowingly committed, may be pun- 
ished by a flue of fff.Ullu a'tlay, ench day 
constituting a separate offense, and enforce- 
ment of the orders of the commission may 
he secured either through Injunctions or 
mandamus. 

It f.rovhlcs for a limited review by the 
court* of the orders of the commission, 
hut no Injunction or decree' restraining the 
enforcement of sn order may bo granted ex- 
cept after not less thnn live days' notice to 
the commission. Either party may take ap- 
peals from tha orders of the commission 
from the lower federal court to the • Su- 
preme Court.

Common carriers nro renulred within rea- 
son to make svrlteh connections with lateral 
branches and private side tracks and to 
furnish cars without discrimination. If this 
provision Is violated shippers may bring 
complaint before the commission. *A11 com- 
mon carriers are requlrod to tile with the 
commission cobles of all contracts and agree- 
ments for slilnmeat of property made with 
other companies. It limits, free trnnsportn- 
tlon to certain specified persons, and It pro- 
hllklta rebates and discriminations ot all 
kinds. Every person or corporation, wheth- 
er carrier or shipper, agent or trustee, who 
Is found Rilllty of giving, receiving or solic- 
iting rebates or discriminations may h« 
fined from Ji,(lm> to iiiO.uui) and Imprisoned 
for not more than two yaars. The act Is 
to go into effect within sixty days. 

Pare Koatl. 

The pure food hill defines adulterated and 
mislabeled articles of food and dnigs and 
prohibits their Introduction from one state 
or territory lata any other state or terri- 
tory. It stipulates that the bureau of chem- 
istry of the Department of Agriculture shall 
examine specimens of food and drugs ta 
determine whether they are mlsbrnurled or 
adulterated. If drugs differ from standards 
In strength, quality or purity as llxed in 
the national formulary they will he held to 
be adulterated, • Confectionary will bo de- 
clared adulterated li It contains any color- 
ing matter or Ingredient deleterious to 
health, and food will bo held adulterated 
If It contains any substance reducing Its 
quality or strength. Preservatives may l>e 
applied externally when directions for their 
remuval are printed on the package. An 
to labels, the law provides that drugs or 
foods will be considered mlsbranded if they 
are falsely described by their Inbels, On 
Imported goods, false labels will prevent ad- 
mission Into the United .States. The law 
provides that the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall determine the wholesomeness or urn 
wholcsomencss of preservntives, hut does nol 
set any standards for food. Whcrercr he 
tlntls that the law Is IwlnB violated' In any 
of its provisions he has nuthorllv to certify 
the facts to the United States District At- 
torney for the district In which the viola- 
tion occurred, and the District Attorney 
win then proceed against the offender as 
ngnlnst any other violator of a federal 
statute. 

Mcnt ItiHpcotlon. 

The meat Inspection law provides for gov- 
ernment Inspection of all meats and meat 
firoUucts put on the markets by the piick- 
ng-hauses of the country. Cattle, sheep, 
swlie. and goats are to lie examined fur 
slijns ot disease before they are slaughtered. 
If they are found to' be diseased" they are 
to be r slaughtered separately, and the enr-' 
rarfseS are to be given n special examina- 
tion by the government Inspectors. .-All 
carcasses round to he sound, healthful and ill 
for human food are to be tagged "'Inspected 
and passed," Otherwise they wilt he tagged 
"Inspected and condemned, and In that 
event must Iks destroyed la the presence of 
the government Inspector. 

A second Inspection may bo had after 
the first to see If the meat lias become 
unlit for human food since the ala lightering, 
and a third Inspect ion must be made of all 
flieat food prod lie is, the Inspect Inu to fol- 
low the prodii"i Into the can or other recep- 
tacle In which It Is marketed, until the 
same la sealed. 

All slaughtering and packing establish- 
ments must lie Inspected by expert ' sani- 
tary Inspectors -niul kept In perfect sanitary 
condition according to rules and regulations 
drawn up by the government, and govern- 
ment Inspectors are given (he right to enter 
any part of any establishment ut any nnd 
all times, As to lalwls, all meat food prod- 
ucts which are marketed In cans, canvas or 
other receptacles must have attached to It 
a label which shall state the contents, the 
tagging to lie done under the supervision 
ot a. government Inspector. 

l'auamii Cnnnl. 
Tha Panama canal act provides for a 
lock type of 'canal. Instead of a sea-level 
water way. By Joint resolution supplies 
are to be- purchased In the American market 
unless the President determines that the 
bits of domestic producers are extortionate 
and unreasonable, for continuing the work 
on the canal $42,tj00,00U has been appro- 
priated, $VU,r>G<V,QOO bolug deficiency appro- 
priations and |2((.ooo,oo0 for work during 
the fiscal year 11)07, In addition steps are 
being taken for the Issuance of the canal 
bonds authorised by the Hpooncr act, which 
may be Issued from . time to time to the 
extent of 1 1.10, 000,000. These bonds are to 
have the rights and privileges ot Other £ 
per cent bonds, of the United states. 

Joint Ntovteltnod, 

The statehood bill merges Oklahoma and 
Indian territories Into ons State, and pro- 
vides that the' seat of government shall be 
■t Guthrie until 1017, when the people are 
to vote on 'a site for a capital. The act 
itlpulotes that the new State Is. to be ad- 



mitted to the. Union ss soon as tin peopU 
of the two territories In delegate canvsn- 
tlon have adopted a constitution. Its sec- 
ond feature provides that Arlooat and New 
Mexico shall be made ons State provided 
that a majority 'of the electors ot 'each 
shall at the next November election vets 
for the union. 

Itenntnrn] Alcorol. 
This set. commonly known as the free 
alcohol Wit, provides for tha "withdrawal 
from bond, tax free, or domestic alcohol 
when rendered unlit for beverage or liquid 
medicinal uses by mixture with suitable de- 
ns turlilng materials.'" This ' law becomes 
effective Jan. I, 1007, and It permits the 
withdrawal from bond,* without the pay- 
ment of Internal revenue, tax, denatured al- 
cohol for use ss fuel, light and power or 
for use In the arm and Industries. The 
law provides for the employment of the 
necessary force of chemists arid revenue 
agents to enforce Its provisions, ■ Violations 
of the ntntuta or attempt to manufacture 
any lion Id from denatured alcohol or to 
redistill denatured alcohol Is punishable by 
line or imprisonment, 

Xa t n rati sh dim. 
The nat urn Ilia tlon law provides for the 
establishment of a bureau of Immigration 
and naturalisation, the duty of which shall 
1« to register a personal description of each 
alien as he arrives In the United States. 
The Immigrant Is then given a. certlcate, 
which must be produred when he declare* 
his Intention of lamenting a citizen. The 
certificates are printed on "safely" paper, 
as are bonds and bunk notes, nnd the num- 
bers are cobsecutlre. Duplicates on file at 
Washington must correspond with the cer- 
tificate presented by tha applicant for cltt- 
xenahlpj 

Consular Srrvli-e. 

Under the terms of the new bill tlie con* 
sular service Is to be reorganised. It pro* 
vtdes that hereafter consular oRlcers whoso 
salaries range attore fi'.CtIP ore to be ap- 
pointed by promotion from the lower grades. 
Lower grade vacancies, which pay fi'.tiou 
and I2,ri00 n year, n re to be titled either 
by the promotion of consular clerks, agents 
or deputies, who got Into the service on ex- 
amination, or by the selection of outsiders 
who pass satisfactory examinations. It cre- 
ates the olllce of Inspector of* consulates 
and provide! for the appointment of five 
officers to be. known as "consuls-genera Pat- 
large," Their duties will be to make a 
thorough Inspection of each consular ofnee 
at least once in every two years. The sys- 
tem of consular fees is abolished, and here- 
nfier all fees, Instead of going Into the 
pockets of the consuls, will be turned Into 
the United tttnles Treasury. The bill fur- 
| ther reclassifies the consulates and read- 
Justs the salaries, and It also provides that 
no person other than an American cltlsen 
shall serve In any consulate genural or con- 
sulate In a clerical position the salary of 
which exceeds f 1,000,

In the moat appalling rallrond disin- 
ter known In England 'la tho last t\v6ti- 
ly-llvu years, tw«nty-threo out ot forty- 
levcn American pnasongcru wln> liitd 
landed nt LMyiuoiitli from the atentu- 
ship New York, Into Sunday night, 
■vcre Instantly killed "at 3n I It-bury nUout 
2 o'clock Monday morning tin tho flying 
express train, which wns rushing them 
from Hint town to ImhkIou wns demol- 
ished In a collision. Almost every one 
of .the remaining twenty- four pnsaon- 
gers from the United States wns in- 
jured seriously. Tho total cusual'tles 
number tweitty-elgkt and several of the' 
injured are expected to die, 

Tho train had passed the Salisbury 
stutlon platforms at high speed. , At- a 
sharp curve Just outside the station the 
locomotive Jumped tho track and, plow-, 
Ing up 'the rails, crashed Into n west- 
bound freight train. Tho cuglno m mint- 
ed tho girders of the mil way bridge 
over tho Hlver Avon and turned turtle. 
There wore three passenger coaches In 
the train. The first of these shot past 
the. locomotive,' crashed Into the rail- 
way bridge and wns sum shed Into splin- 
ters, portions of the wreck-being hurled 
completely orcr the bridge,- The second 
and third passenger cars were toppled 
over on tho Una and completely de- 
stroy od. 

Tho lll-fatod train was known at tho 
"Boat Special." It, was run by tho 
London and Southeastern Hallway ns a 
direct express, with nn average speed 
of more than sixty miles an hour be- 
tween Plymouth and London, The 
train scrvlco wns Inaugurated by Ar- 
rangement with the interiin Monti) Mer- 
cantile Marine Company Df- Now York, 
known as J, l\ Morgan's ship trust, 
when that concern changed -lis English 
port from Liverpool to Sputliainptoa 
nnd sought to beat the time to London 
made by trains In connection with the 
HverjKiol liners. It was one of Urn 
fastest and most luxuriously equipped 
trains In the ltd Huh Empire, rival Inu: 
the famous "Flying Scotchman," which 
runs between London and. Edinburgh. 

*It wns wnltinn with steam tip for the 
stenmshlp New York, which entered Fly : 
mouth nt !i:^."t o'clock Sunday night, bav- 
Ir.jr sailed from JJ«w York Saturday, June 
211. Forty-seven Americans of the eighty- 
eight passengers who left the American 
liner at that point hurried to catch It, 
not dreaming that within the space of a 
few hours it was to speed many of them 
to an awful death. 

The train was msde up of three pits- 
sengcf coaches nnd a conductor's or 
guard's van, containing the kitchen for 
the service of meals; It reached the 1 old 
city of Salisbury, near/ which is historic 
Stonchenge, nt 2 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. It passed through the station at tho 
rate of more than "a mite a minute. 

Just outside the station the track takes 
a sharp curve. Engineers, knowing that, 
usually slacken speed as they reach Salis- 
bury. For some reason, which probably 
will nercr be known, for the man Is unions 
the dead, the "driver forced the locomotive 
to even higher than the scheduled rate of 
sixty miles an hour. 

The consequence was that the onglee, of 
the somewhat light pattern .employed In 
England, jumped the rails. It plowed 
diagonally across the tracks, dragging the 
cars behind it, and dashed Into n west- 
bound freight train. 

Locomotive Turin Turtle. 

' The collision deflected It and sent It 
plunging on the girders of tlie railroad 
bridge over the Hirer Avon. There It 
turned turtle. The heavy steel couplings 
connecting tlie engine with the passen-- 
ger coach Immediately behind It suaitpcd 
like cotton thread when the express loco- 
motive caromed off the freight train. The 
first of the cars shot' past the engine ns 
It capsized and. Itself crashed Into tha 
.wall running along the side of the bridge 
and wag smashed to splinters. Portion! 
of the wreckage were hurled over ■ tha 
structure- Into the river below. The aec- 
ond a tid third cars capsized^ on the track 
and were smashed Into splinters.

McMeeklti, turfman,, of .Lexington, Ky., 
who bred tho famous race horse McMoe- 
kln; Wnltcr Dnnirck, leading lawyer and 
King's counsel ox Toronto, Mrs. 0. W, 
Etphlcke of Chicago was among thoso 
killed and. II, S. Critchell, also of Chi- 
cago, was so badly Injured that there was 
little hope entertained of his" recovery. • 

Notwithstanding the combined etlorta of 
tho rescuers, hours clapped before the ag- 
onies of the Injured could be la any way 
relieved. As they were, lifted out after 
the plies ,ot wreckage'had'boen. cleared 
from above thern they. were. carried to the 
waiting rooms In Salisbury station, where 
doctors wye summoned from all over the 
neighborhood, .The dead bodies wcro laid 
In rows on the station platform for Iden- 
tification, 

The scene, as described by some of tho 
survivors was mast fearful," The shrieks 
of tho dying as they lay pinned helplessly 
beneath the. wreckage made the blood of 
the few' who had escaped' Injury run cold. 
For some minutes every. one of thosb Ior«. 
tuna te* seemed paralyzed with fear, The 
arrival of tha station men from Salisbury 
restored them- and: they quickly assisted 
Jn the work o! rescue. Residents along 
the lino of the railroad also rushed. to the 
flcone and within a short; tttne- railroad 
officials had sent y regulai* wreckage' crew

Tent* Sent lo Shelter Itptnclcaa 
Fa in 11 lo In Colconiln. ' 
Under orders from Gov.Doneen Adjt. 
Gen. Scott dispatched twenty-five* tents 
to Goiconda to shelter over 100 people 
whose homes were destroyed by a fire 
which swept the little town nnd almost 
destroyed It. Two business blocks of the 
town were completely destroyed and the 
fire, extending to the dwellings burned 
out twenty-six families. -Golconda Is 
thirty-five miles north of Fttducah, Ky. 
The total loss is estimated nt $100,000, 
with little Insurance.

THE SUCCESSFUL FARMER, 
"We often hoar farmers complaining 
that their occupation does not pay. 
"There's no. money In farming" has 
become a stereotyped phrase with n 
certain class of farmers, and If wo 
loc&ed into their habits and methods 
of conducting their business I think 
we should be perfectly willing -to 
Hree with thorn. Now I bollovo tiers' 
Is money in farming, # By farming t 
do not mean just staying 'on the place 
and letting tho business take euro' of 
Itself, but running the farm according 
to buelnoBs principles and methods. 
Mow I do not fluppoBo that any farmer 
will become a millionaire by legiti- 
mate farming alone, but I do believe 
that many farmers have secured a 
competence for themselves and their 
families by successful forming, and In 
their pleasant homo surroundings are 
happier than an Andrew Carnegie or 
John D. Rockefeller with their untold 
millions. While these uuccessful 
farmers have not all pursued the 
same HnOB of farming— some having 
made a specialty of dairying, others 
of market gardening, fruit growing, 
mixed farming, etc.— I think that In- 
vestigation would show that they had 
all followed the same general princi- 
ples in conducting their business. A 
combination of good Judgment,- sys- 
tem, thoroughness and personal atten- 
tion to details has crowned their ef- 
forts with success. And let It be re- 
membered right here that these busi- 
ness mothadB wore followed closely 
all the year round. We often see 
farmers who start off pretty well la 
the spring, preparing tho soil and 
planting the seed, etc., but afl the nea- 
eon advances they got behind with 
their work, and the crops are practic- 
ally left to care fdr themselves, and 
the .result Is that their season's worlc 
has proved largely a failure. Such a 
result proclaims its' own' moral: 
'•'Don't plant more than you can prop- 
erly caro" for." Somo farmers will 
succeed In growing good crops, but 
utterly fall when It cornea to market- 
ing them. Business methods "and 
principles are Just as necessary here 
as In any other phase of farm life. 
System and thoroughness all. tho yenr 
round Is • the successful farmer's 
watchword, ^nd wherever you find a 
successful farmer- you will, generally 
find a thorough business man.— J, F. 
L., Columbia, Conn.

As to how much to each flock, or 
each dozen, no one can. tell for an- 
other poultry yard, unless they knew 
exactly the amount to be' foraged dur- 
ing the day, the breed, and the condi- 
tion of tho flock, also the warmth of 
their quarters'. 

There are doubtless handler ways 
of feeding separately, when bath are 
housed together, and If any occurs to 
you, don't keep It to yourself; send It 
to thO Farmer. 

Another thing It is well to have two 
duet boxes. If there Is room at all, for 
sometimes the bossy ones will mo- 
nopolize the bath so long, that the 
more timid ones will be cheated of 
their bath. Where there Is a very 
bosBy hen, it la well to market her, 
for she will boss the others until they 
will be too timid to make up their 
minds to lay, besides getting more 
than Is good lor her.— B. C. In the In-

BUILD SHEDS FOR CATTLE, 
Aside from the fact that tho cows 
have the freah graBS during the sum- 
mer, the main reason why they are 
contented Is that they have plenty of 
exercise, fresh air and are comfort- 
able. Wo hear men' say that- their 
cows do' splendidly during the sum- 
mer, but are very disappointing dur- 
ing the winter, and some of these men 
are known to be good provider's — that 
Is, their cowb are reasonably well fed 
during the winter and tha ration la 
nearly properly balanced. The trou- 
ble Is that the animate are not -com- 
fortable. In too many cases the barns 
are cold to the point of freezing; In 
other cases they are not ventilated, 
and the animals are being sMfled with 
the foul air. Again, Borne cows are 
given little or no exercise during the 
winter. If they got any at all it 1b by 
turning them out In the cold bavuyam 
to drink Ice-cold water. Remember 
the exercising, shed, and before the 
cows go Into winter quarters again 
have one of. these sheds and also ar- 
range the stables so they will be 
warm and still properly ventilated. 
Do thlB, together with the proper 
feeding, and you will find the cows an 
contented and happy as in the sum- 
mer time, and they will show you ap. 
preclatlon by the milk flow.

CARE OF WORKING HORSES." 
"When yon start to the held for a 
lull day's work aim to'put In the num- 
ber of hours that a sensible man 
would, and .then do Just what you can 
in that time without:- Injuring your 
team. Keep' your eyes upon them, 
and don't overdo -it at first. The 
amount will bo according to the 
weather and other conditions^ When' 
plowing I rest tho -team at every 
round if they need it It is better to 
rest a mlnuto or bo at each round 
than to rush tho horses through for 
an hour, as many do, then rest half 
an hour. Don't let the horse get too 
hot, but keep him cool lnatead of cool- 
ing him off after he. gets. hot. There" 
Is not as much In the sweating as in 
the breathing, but watch both. It ia 
panting that hurtB. While resting let 
the horses Btand.wlth their beadB to 
the wind, and you do a little more 
than just sit on the plow. See that 
neither the mano or anything else 
gets under the collar. The neglect 
of this causes many sora shoulders, 
and it would be no trouble to avoid it, 
Sea that tho fcamea are kept buckled 
tight against the collar. In short, Bee 
that everything 1b all right. The 
horse should have plenty of water and 
salt and tho best of feed, but with, 
many horae owners all are lacking. 
Salt Bhould be kept before them In 
the stable all* the time. Water should 
be offered three times a day and the 
beBt feed obtainable for the purpose 
should he given. Feed according to 
the amount of work don?. On Idle 
days cut down, the grain ration, and 
ion't forgot this: Give the horse one 
day out of the week for rest, and don't 
drive him all day on Sunday If be has 
boon worked hard all the week. The 
norso needs his Sunday tor rest as 
woll as man, and the wise horse own- 
er will see that ho gets It. Act hum- 
anely .to tho horse and nil, the stock, 
and do not. Inflict any .unnecessary 
cruelty upon them. Cruelty 1b a stm 
."A rlgUeous man regardeth the life 
of hla beaBt" If you want a gentle 
'tractable horse, begin with#htm when 
he Is a colt. It Is easy to bandlo him 
then, and he remembers what you 
teach him as long aa he lives. Plenty 
of good food and eXjerclBO won't hurt 
the brood mare,— StenBon .of .Wiscon- 
sin. 



HOW MUCH STOCK IN A PAS- 
TURE* 
Usually there should be sufficient to 
keep the grass well fed down. Other- 
wise, there will be a portion that will 
grow up and. become worthless for 
feed. But this close feeding from tbe 
first, which means a better quality of 
gross, will most likely necessitate the 
early supply of soiling crops or grain 
ia order to keep up tho flow of milk. 
In this way more stock can he kept 
and the pasture will present a better 
appearance than when there aro not 
animals enough to keep the grass 
properly fed down. Last senson dur- 
ing a' drive, a flae upland pasture waa 
brought to notice that deserved atten- 
tion. It was good plow-land, had been 
seeded to grass and turned to pasture, 
it was a nice clean field, closely crop, 
pod, 'with hardly a weed or bush to be 
Been. Could our pastures be of this 
kin, that could be plowed and re-seed- 
ed when necessary, they could be 
made much' better and more profita- 
ble than the general run of them.' An 
advantage In stocking heavily will be 
to -keep down all undesirable growths, 
and. where supplemental feed Is given 
as required,- It should tend to an Im- 
proved condition of the pastures. 



POULTRY NOTES. 
" Much of the trouble with over fat 
faess would be avoided' if the pullets 

id hens were fed separately. 

Hens will get too fat to lay on tho 
same food, both as regards quantity 
and quality, that pullets do well on, Y 

Where both, 'are housed together,' 
giving each different feed Is not very' 
easily done; but It can be arranged in 
this way:' Coops of lath, but with dif- 
ferent sized doors, could. he utilized, 
the one with larger sited door lor the 
hens. To bo sure tho pullets could 
enter this door, but as n rule, the pub 
lets do not crowd' In with tho henB, ; 
■nd If they' were the flrat to the table, 
•pen their' door only; until they: are 
la their coop, and then- close them 
In while the hens enter their own 
room. Chloka are about as easy to 
learn their feeding places as are pigs; 
In a law days they axe apt to learn 



TO PREVENT PEARS FROM 
: CRACKING. 
The cause of pears cracking while 
growing upon the tree is a ' fungus 
which develops In and on the akin o( 
the fruit; It rarely develops upon the 
whole surf ace. of the fruit and. thus 
the growth Is retarded In a certain, 
section which causes the surface to 
crack. The only practical means yet 
devised to prevent' this Is to flpray the 
trees a number of times while the 
fruit Is growing with a solution com* 
posed of one pound hyposulphite of 
soda and ten gallons of water or five 
ounces .'of. sulphide of potassium mix- 
ed with ten gallons of water. The lat- 
ter mixture Is. preferred by the great 
er majority of fruit growers."

Much Is being sold, just now about In* 
bor on tho farm. The fanners complain 
that labor Is both aenrce and Inefficient, 
while the farm ' hands grumble about 
poor ptiy nnd long hours, Ai to tho 
matter of wages, I believe the hired 
man Is right; while the farmer- Is often 
correct ns to the poor quality of tho 
help to' be had,. The reason for this Is 
Dot far to seek. Other occupations Imvo 
offered greater Inducements to the man 
without capital, and tho best men have 
left the farm and gone to them. There 
Is, It must bo confessed, llttlo Induce- 
ment for n strong, willing, onorgtlc, 
young man to work on a farm nt $12 
or $15 per month and board. - He enn 
usually do better elsewhere, and else- 
where ho goes. This Is true of all 
grades of service; and not until the 
farm can offer tlib man of muscle and 
the man of brain as much for their 
services as tbey can get elsewhere can 
tho farm bold them. Higher wages for 
farm bands are, to my mind, Inevlta- 
bio ; and this menus that many fanners 
will have to learn bow to better handle 
their men. What Is needed Is not cheap 
labor, and lots of It, but good labor and 
skillful management for It While this 
Is true of the labor problem as a whole, 
it Is equally true that the main ques- 
tion Is that of Individuality. A farmer 
who treats bis hired man as ha would 
wish to be treated if be were the wage 
earner can usually get men, and the 
laborer who looks after bis employer's 
Intercuts as bis own can always find 
employment.' You enn no mora leave 
out tbo Individuality iti considering the 
"servant question." What Is In great- 
est demand is mutual confidence and a 
mutual desire to do the beat that can 
bo done. A difference iu wages of a 
dollar or two n mouth Is a small tiling 
to the difference between a good man 
and a poor one, or between a good 
place aud a bad one. — E. B, Miller, la 
Agricultural EpltoinUt.

Crop-Hound Fotrl*. 

Every farmer is fnmlllnr with wbnt 
Is callsd "crop-bound" in fowls. ^The 
crop becomes packed wltb food that 
has ceased to pass Into' tbe glzznrd 
of the bird. If the contents of the 
crop consist of -grain only, tbo fowl 
should be kept from food for some 
days. ■ Iu nddltioo, tbo crop should be 
manipulated w|tli tbe hands. This will 
lend to loosen tbe grain and start. Its 
passage Into the gizzard. 

Sometimes the condition Is caused by 
feeding cut bay; dried alfalfa or clover, 
which have "packed at the point where 
the food Should pass out of tbe crop. 
One poultry raiser In cases of this kind 
pours sweet oil down' the throat of the 
bird, and tbls loosens up tbe biubb. In 
bad cases he opens the . crop by cut- 
ting and removes the collected food, 
afterward sewing up tbe crop. He says 
that tbls d/ics appear to cause the bird 
much ps In. After tbls Is done the bird 
should be fed only milk or other light 
food for some days,

A Maryland fruit grower has after 
several years of experimenting discov- 
ered o way to revive old fruit trees 
and' keep them in bearing condition 
long after their supposed stugo of use- 
fulness hns. passed. As the cause of 
decay-In a tree Is Its Inability to carry 
tbe sap to all of Its branches, bending 
tbe tree' lessens the area to be travers- 
ed, the amount of top lo bo removed, 
varying according to the farmer's Judg- 
ment. Bone-dust and ashes must then 
be administered as a fort Hirer, the me- 
ter In the autumn aud the other In the 
spring. Thin treatment will revive old 
trees, tho cutting off tbe branches, tend- 
ing to lncruase tbo number of fruit 
buds formed, and the 'ashes and bone* 
dust, tending to. stimulate the tree 
growth. _.
